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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment of 2/17/04 amended claims 1, 20 and 21, and added 
new claims 22-25. 

Claims examined on the merits are 1-25, which are all claims in 
5 the application. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in 
this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 

10 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the 
manner and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact 
terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the 
15 best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The 
claim (s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
2 0 specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventor (s) , at the time the application was 
filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification contains inadequate support for a directional 
temperature gradient extending along a predetermined axis from a first 
2 5 region of the composition at a second temperature to a second region 
of the composition at a third temperature as now required by claim 1. 

Applicants point to paragraph 51 on page 9 for support. However, 
the species of creating a uni -axial temperature gradient in the 
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specification on page 9, paragraph 51, does not support the broader 
concept of a directional temperature gradient claimed that has been 
derived from the species. The claimed language is not in the 
specification, and there is inadequate support for extrapolating from 
the specific method in the specification at page 9 to the broader 
concept claimed to claim the embodiment in paragraph 51 on page 9. 
The specification is enabling for only carrying out phase separation 
with a uni-axial temperature gradient essentially as described in 
paragraph 51 on page 9 when claiming this method of forming a 
directional temperature gradient. Additionally, the gradient on page 
9 is uni-axial, and the claims must require a uni-axial temperature 
gradient when providing a temperature gradient as described in 
paragraph 51 on page 9. 

The ranges of new claims 22-2 5 are not readily apparent in the 
specification. It is suggested the page and lines be pointed out 
where these ranges are recited.

The claims are free of the prior art.
